The above-referenced application includes claims 1-98. In the Examiner's June 
16, 2006 Office Action, the Examiner requires restriciton of the present application for 
purposes of further examination to the claims of one of the following six invention 
groups: 

I. Claims 1-28 IV. Claims 49-76 

II. Claims 29-34 V. Claims 77-87 

III. Claims 35-48 VI. Claims 88-98 

In response, Applicant hereby elect, without traverse, Invention Group I, claims 

1-28, for further consideration in the present application. 
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In the Office Action, the Examiner requires under 35 U.S.C. § 121 that Applicant 
also elect a single disclosed species from among four purported species for prosecution 
on the merits and to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. In response to this requirment, Applicant hereby elects Species 1 , 
which the Examiner identifies as being the embodiment described in Example 1 of the 
present application. Claims within Invention Group I that read on the embodiment 
described in Example 1 include at least claims 1-5, 7-13, 15-22, 25 and 26.
